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Dutch police: Rotterdam at 
center of European cocaine 
trade, say Dutch police 


TH EHAGUE - Rolterdain 
IS one of the most important 
centres for the global cocaine 
trade and between 25% and 
5D% of western and central 
European consumption is 
smuggled through the port 
city, according to Dutch po¬ 
lice. 

The police base their 
claim on 2D 13 drug seizures 
which show Rotterdam has 
overtaken Antwerp as the 
centre of tlie western Euro¬ 
pean trade. Tlie claim was 
made at a seminair on tlie co¬ 
caine trade 

Last year Belgian police 
seized 4,SOD kilos of cocaine 
in Antwerp while Rotterdam 
seizures totalled almost 
lD,0a0 kilos. But in 2012, 
Dutch police found just 3,600 
kilos of cocaine in Rotter¬ 
dam, compared with 13,ODD 
kilos 111 Antwerp. 

The police stress that the 
exact volume of cocaine im¬ 


ports 13 hard to quantify. Only 
50,000 of tlie 11 million con¬ 
tainers winch reach the port 
every yeai' are scanned, on 
the basis of a risk profile. 

Pmtterdam professor of 
cnminology Henk van de 
Bunt told the paper the focus 
on S chip hoi airp ort may have 
influenced the switch to Rot¬ 
terdam. 

All passengers arriving 
fi'om Curacao, the EXitch An¬ 
tilles, Venezuela and Suri¬ 
name are checked for drugs. 
This has led to a 33% drop in 
smuggling Van de Bunt said. 

Cnmiii d1 0 p St D ami an 
Zaitch firom Utrecht Univer¬ 
sity said he tlnnks the Nether¬ 
lands has got its priorities 
wrong. 'Just 5% of cocaine 
smuggling is airborne so why 
do we pay so much attention 
to Schiphol?' he is quoted as 
saying. 'It would be sensible 
to switch tins effort to Rotter¬ 
dam.' 


Almost 2 tons of cocaine 
off Puerto Rico coast 


SAW JUAN - A l.S ton co¬ 
caine shipment worth an esti¬ 
mated $50 million that was 
thought to he destined for the 
U.S. market was seized off 
the coast of Puerto Rico, fed¬ 
eral authorities said yester¬ 
day, in one of the largest drug 
busts there in recent years. 

The slupment was inter¬ 
cepted on Monday'' evening 
on a 30-foot boat that was 
12.5 miles off the resort town 
of Dorado on Rierto Rico's 
north coast. 

The great maj onty of co¬ 
caine destined for tlie U.S. 
market is smuggled via M ez- 
ico, but U.S. officials have 
said tlial joint U.S.-Mexican 
counter-drug efforts have 
begun to push some of the 
traffic back into the Ca¬ 
ribbean, an historically popu¬ 
lar coni dor during the heyday 
of Colombia's Medellin cartel 
in tlie 19SQs and 1990s. 

About 14 percent of U.S.- 
bound cocaine shipments, 
roughly 42 tons, was traf¬ 
ficked through the 
Caribbean in the first six 
montlis of 2D13, and Puerto 
Rico and the neighboring 
Dominican Republic have 


emerged as hubs of tlie bur¬ 
geoning trade, according to 
the U.S. Dmg Enforcement 
Administration.

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US warns Russia against gas hikes to 
hurt the Ukraine 


WA3HINGTON(AFP) - The 
Umted States warned Russia 
yesterday not to use energy 
casts as an instrument of po¬ 
litical coercion, after Moscow 
scrapped its last gas pnce dis¬ 
counts for the Ukraine. 

Russian Prime Minister 
Dmitry Medvedev earlier an¬ 
nounced tlie move, effec¬ 
tively raising the pnce by 
$100 to $435 for every 1,000 
cubic meters of gas. 

Asked about the decision, 
Wliite House spokesman Jay 
Carney warned "markets 
should delemiine energy 
prices. A country should not 


use supply and pricing temis 
as tools of coercion to inter¬ 
fere in the Ukraine or any¬ 
where else." 

He said Waslnngton was 
encouraging its allies on tlie 
Ukraine's western borders to 
reverse natural gas flows to 
let the Kiev government ac¬ 
cess more supplies if needed.

Obama dears way for sanctions 
on S. Sudan rights abusers

peacekeepers, threatens 
peace moves or abuses

White House spokesman 
Jay Caniey said in a slate- 
111 ent that fighting between 
the two sides threatened to 
tear tlieir young nation apart. 

"The United States will 
not stand by as those en¬

Tlie exotiasm and legends 
of Ins homeland inspired Inm 
to wnte a slew of short sto¬ 
nes and novels, including liis 
masterpiece, "One Hundred 
Years of Solitude," winch 
was translated into 35 lan¬ 
guages and sold more tlian 
30 million copies. 

Hie book, published in 
1967, IS a Instoncal and liter¬ 
ary saga about a family from 
the imaginary Canbbean vil¬ 
lage of Macondo between tlie 
19th and 30th century 

Hie novel turned the 
man with tlie mustache and 
thick eyebrows into an inter¬ 
national star. 

His passion for wntiiig 
began in the early 196Ds, 
when he moved to Mexico 
witli Ins longtime partner and 
mother of his two children, 
Mercedes Barcha, after meet¬ 
ing Ins good friend and Mex¬ 
ican writer Carlos Fuentes. 

Garcia Marquez wore a

Hie Nobel connnittee 
awarded hmi the pnze "for 
his novels and short stones, 
111 winch the fantastic and tlie 
realistic are combined in a 
lichly composed world of 
iiiiaginabon, reflectmg a con¬ 
tinent's life and conflicts."

Wilders has faced an un¬

Condoms rebranded in South Africa 
as HIV infections rise 



JOHANNESBURG (AFP) - 
South A&ica IS seeking to re¬ 
brand its free condoms to ap¬ 
peal to young people after a 
new study showed rising HIV 
mfeclions and flagging con- 
traception use, the health de¬ 
partment said on Thursday. 

Condoms distributed by 
the government will come m 
a wider range of colours and 
flavours, as authorities seek 
to mend tlie damage done to 
their image when thousands 
of faulty condoms were re¬ 
called in January 2013. 

TTie rebranding effort 


comes as new figures re¬ 
leased on Tuesday showed 
til ere were 470,000 new HI V 
infections in 2012, compared 
with 370,000 tile year before. 


A drop in the use of con¬ 
doms IS seen as one reason 
for the increased infection 
rate. 

A goverDiiieiil- funded sur¬ 
vey of 33,000 people showed 
that 'condom use has started 
slowing down/ 

In 2012, 3d percent of 
3Duth Africans reported hav¬ 
ing used condoms during 
sexual intercourse, compared 
to 45 percent ill 20D3. 

South Africa has the 
world's highest number of 
people living with Hiy a cn- 
sis tliat has seen millions of 
people placed on avast state- 
sponsored treatment pro¬ 
gramme. 

Around d.4 niilhon people 
— 12.2 percent of die popula¬ 
tion -- were living ^vith HIV 
orAIDSiii2D12. 

That IS up from lD.fi per- 
ceiitinTDDS, when tlie previ¬ 
ous sur^'^ey was conducted, 
which partly reflects better 
treatment. 

The survey noted fewer 
AIDS-related deaths and less 
fr’equeiit transmission of the 
vims by pregnant niatliers to 
their unborn children, m great 
part thanks to successful an¬ 
tiretroviral treatment.

Spike in US poison 
caiis from e-cigarettes 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Ac¬ 
cidents iiivalviiig kids and 
bottles of flavored liquid 
mcotiiie for e-cigarettes have 
led to a spike in calls to US 
poison control centers in re¬ 
cent years, health authonties 
said Thursday. 

Tlie number of monthly 
calls went from one in Sep¬ 
tember 2010 to 214 in Febru¬ 
ary 2014, said the Centers for 
Disease Control and Preven¬ 
tion. 

More than half of the calls 
involved children under age 
five who had swallowed, in¬ 
haled or spilled the liquid on 
tlieir skin or in their eyes. 

Tlie most common con¬ 
cerns were vomiting, nausea 
and eye irritation. 

□ne death was reported, 
involving a person who com¬ 
mitted suicide hy injecting 
file liquid. 

Tlie total number of calls 
to poison centers for e-ciga¬ 
rette exposures alone (those 


combined with any otlier ex¬ 
posure were not counted) 
was 2,405 from September 
2DID to February 2D 14 

In CO nip an son, there were 
1 fi,243 COnventional aga- 
rette exposure calls to poison 
centers in tliat period, mostly 
due to young cluldren eating 
tobacco cigarettes. 

The nicotine liquids that 
are heated and inhaled 
through the battery powered 
device can be particularly 
dangerous because they are 
not required to be packaged 
in childproof containers. 

E-cigarettes are not sub¬ 
ject to the same regulations 
as conventional icigarettes, 
although the US Food and 
Drug administration is cur¬ 
rently deciding what, if any, 
measures it might lake. 

There are also no res In c- 
tions on sale to minors, 
among whom use of the de¬ 
vices, often called vaping, is 
on the rise.

Late Motown icon Marvin Gaye 
remembered on 75th birthday 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Family, friends 
and fans of Marvin Gaye came together 
Wednesday to pay Joyful hommage the 
late Motown legend and native Wash¬ 
ingtonian on what would have been his 
75th birthday. Gaye was shot and killed 
by his father on the eve of his 45th birth¬ 
day in 1984p leaving behind a remark¬ 
able string of hits - led by "Let's Get It 
On," "I Heard It Through the Grapevine" 
and "Sexual Healing"-thatremain pop, 
funk and soul classics. Fame awaited 
the young Gaye at Motown, the Detroit 
record label founded by Berry Gordy 
that revolutionized pop music in the 
1960s, cranking out hits in the same 
production-line manner that General 
Motors turned out cars. His first solo hit 
"Stubborn Kind of Fellow," charted in 
1962, followed by such songs as "Can I Get a Witness," "How Sweet It Is (To Be Loved 
By You)" and "Ain'^tThat Peculiar." Wrestling with drugs, drink and depression, and 
refusing to pay US taxes in protest at the Vietnam war, Gaye found inner peace in the 
early 19G0s in seaside Ostend, Belgium, where he composed "Sexual Healing," his 
last big hit. The music fell silent on April 1,1984 when, in the midst of a family alterca¬ 
tion, Gaye was fatally shot twice in Los Angeles by his father, who used a .38 caliber 
pistol his son had given him to ward off intruders. 
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Sensors and satellites deployed to 
save Pompeii 



ROME (AFP) - Ground sen¬ 
sors and satellites will be de¬ 
ployed in a new bid to keep 
the ancient Roman city of 
Pompeii from erumblmg fol¬ 
lowing a series of recent col¬ 
lapses at the sprawling and 
long-neglected site near 
Naples, 

Italian aerospace and de¬ 
fence giant Finmeccanica on 
Thursday said it was donat¬ 
ing the technology to the cul¬ 
ture ministry in a 1 7 million 
euro ($2.3 million) project 
entitled ■ Pompeii: Give it a 
Future" 

The main aims are to as¬ 
sess 'frisks of hydrogeologi¬ 
cal instability" at the 
sprawling site, boost secunty 
and test the solidity of struc¬ 
tures, as well as set up an 
early warmng system to flag 
up possible collapses. 

Finmeccanica said the 
project would last tliree years 
and that tlie results of satellite 
monitoring of a network of 
wireless sensors installed 
around the Roman nuns 
would be made available via 
the Internet. 

Security guards will be 
supplied with special radio 
equipment as well as smart¬ 
phone apps to improve com¬ 
munication that can pinpoint 
their position and the type of 
intervention required, Fin¬ 
meccanica said. 

Much of the teclmology is 
being provided by Finmecca¬ 
nica subsidiary Selex ES„ 
which also supplies elec¬ 
tronic warfare equipment and 
drones to the military. 

"We are oSenng our tech¬ 
nology for tire seivice of the 
country and its heritage," Fm- 
meccanica's chief executive 


Alessandro Pansa told re¬ 
porters in R.ome. 

Pompeii IS the second 
most visited archaeological 
site in Italy after tire Colos¬ 
seum and the Roman Fonim 
in Rome, with around 2.5 
million visitors every year. 

Conservation workers last 
year began a 105-million- 
euro makeover of the UN¬ 
ESCO World Heritage 
landmark, funded by the Eu¬ 


ropean Union to the tune of 
41.S million euros.

White House denies 


covert Twitter-style Cuba 
operation 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
Umled States on Thursday de¬ 
nied it used its overseas aid 
agency to mount a covert ap- 
eration on soaal media to in¬ 
cite unrest against Cuba's 
communi st 1 eaders. 

But the US Agency for In¬ 
ternational Development 
(USAID) did say it had cre¬ 
ated a Twitter-style applica¬ 
tion on which Cubans, subject 
to stnct curbs on expression, 
were able to 'talk freely 
among tliemselves' consistent 
with universal nglits and free¬ 
doms. 

White House spokesman 
Jay Carney said that the pro¬ 
gram was a "development as¬ 
sistance" scheme designed to 
allow Cubans faicmg govern¬ 
ment restnctions on infonna- 
tion access to civil society and 
was not a seicret. 

He said tlie program, first 
reported by the Associated 
Press, was conducted witlim 
US'law, and had not been a se¬ 
cret since it was debated m 
Congress. 

USAID spokesman Matt 
Herrick said in a statement 
that USAID was proud to 
work in Cuba to “'promote 


human nglits and universal 
freedoms" and to help infor¬ 
mation flow to Its people, 
alongside its humanitanan op¬ 
erations. 

The project was known as 
■Zun^ueneo' after the temi 
far a Cuban hummingbird and 
was a platform for Cubans to 
■speak freely among them¬ 
selves,' said Hemck, 

Questions were raised 
about the program after the 
imtial AP report suggested 
that political content was to 
be introduced at a later stage 
to encourage Cubans to 
mount 'flash mobs" and 
demonstrate against the com¬ 
munist government.

Worldwide, the IMF said, 
tlie ■ lO-year global real inter¬ 
est rates," a weighted ave¬

Rallies were staged in 
Madnd and 53 other cities by 
more tlian lOQ organisations, 
including Spain's two largest 
trade unions, the CCDD and 
UGT, as well as groups rep¬ 
resenting health and educa¬ 
tion services. 

Several thousand people, 
many waving red-and-white 
labour-union flags, marched 
ihrougli the streets of tlie 
Spanish capital behind a large 
black-and-white banner that 
read: "Tlie austerity policies 
must end".

MADRID (AFP) - B-arcelona 
president Josep Mana Bar- 
toineu has descnbed the ane- 
year transfer ban on signing 
players handed dawn an the 
dub as a 'grave injustice" 
and insisted they intend to 
make moves in the transfer 
mai'ket tins summer. 

Foatball's govemmg body 
imposed tlie sanction on 
Wednesday citing a "senous" 
breach of mles m the signing 
af 10 under-age players be¬ 
tween !10D9 and 2013. 

"We are angry We are tlie 
victims of a grave injustice 
Tlrey are punishing the 
essence of our club, a model 
that has lasted 35 years," he 
said. 

"It bnngs to mind the 
photo with the Ballon d'Qr 
with Xavi, (Lionel) Messi 
and (Andres) Iniesta FIFA 
know' that we look after the 
kids m our system." 

The Catalan club have an¬ 
nounced tlieir intention to ap- 
peal the decision firstly 
before FIFA's Appeal Com¬ 
mittee and then, should the 
sanction not be overturned, to 
the Court of Arbitration for 
Sport (CAS). 

"We have had a meeting 
with our lawyers and we will 
make an appeal to FIFA, If 
FIFA continue with tlie sanc¬ 
tion, we will present a new 
appeal to CAS and that will 
allow us to sign (players) for 
next year. 

"We are not worried about 
next season Our planning 
continues in exactly the same 
way We will appeal and ask 
for cautionary measures. 

"We believe a lot in our 
lawyers and they have told us 
we have the arguments for 
the sanction to be lifted.'

The deal which eventually 
led to the club being charged 
with tax fraud, although they 
have denied any wrongdoing 

And Bartomeu believes 
there may be foul pley behind 
the senous of public attacks 
on the club's image. 

"We have some evidence 
or indications to make us 
think that there is someone 
who wants to cause us hann. 

"We will continue with our 
investigations until we find 
out who is behind all of this." 

Bartomeu also cnticised 
the timing of the pumshment 
as he claimed FI FA met to de¬ 
cide what sanction would be 
imposed on the club over 
four months ago on Novem¬ 
ber 2S and believes other 
clubs could be in for a similar 
ban if tlie same rules are ap¬ 
plied equally. 

"It IS clear that tlie situa¬ 
tion affecting Barca will also 
affect otlier clubs, botli here 
and in other countnes."

Bo til fighters are calling it 
a chance for redemption, 
after Bradley beat Pacquiao 
by a controversial split deci¬ 
sion in June 2013 -- a bout 
that many observers thought 
Pacqiuao had dominated 

"We feel we got robbed in 
the last fight -- now we need 
to be sure that we get tlie vic¬ 
tory," said Pacquiao, 35, who 
will be fighting to regain tlie 
World Boxing Organization 
welterweight crown he sur¬ 
rendered to Bradley 

Six months after losing to 
the Amen can, Pacquiao was 
knocked out in the sizlli 


round by Mexico's Marquez 
in the fourth bout between 
the two 

If Pacquiao beats Bradley 
and Marquez b eats Amen can 
Mike Alvarado in May, a fifth 
Pacquiao-Marquez fight 
could be on the cards. 

"I'm not tliinkiiig about the 
next fight,' Pacquiao said 
"I'm tlunking about this 
fight." 

However, Pacquiao can 
never escape speculation 
about a matchup with un¬ 
beaten May weather. 

In late 3D03 and early 
3D 10, Pacquiao and May- 
weatlier were considered the 
world's top pound-for-pound 
fighters and record profits 
were expected firom a show¬ 
down. 

But a disagreement over 
p re-fight blood testing scut¬ 
tled talks. 

Mayweatlier vowed never 
again to do business with 
Pacquiao promoter Bob 
Arum, but tlie subj ect never 
goes away. 

"I've thought about it so 
much. I've had dreams about 
that fight,' Roach said. 

While he added that rt 
seems to be "getting further 
away instead of closer" 
Roach added that he thought 


it would happen simply be¬ 
cause there are so few big- 
draw opponents for 
Mayweatlier and Pacquiao as 
they seek to extend their ca¬ 
reers and cement their lega¬ 
cies. 

Roach tluiiks meeting Pac¬ 
quiao has become more im¬ 
portant for May weather. 

At 45-D with 36 knock¬ 
outs, the 37-year-ald May- 
weather IS approaching the

But PL.oach said that un¬ 
beaten record loses some 
gloss without a Pacquiao fight 
on it. 

In the meantime, Pacqiuao 
is calmly getting on with the 
business of prepanng for 
Bradley, who has twice de¬ 
fended the title he won from 
Pacquiao and taken his record 
to 31-0 witli 13 knockouts. 

In his only fight of 3D 13
